On March 25 100 cases of the disease were stated to be present 
in the city.

During the year 1912 there were reported in Caracas 2,617 deaths 
in a population estimated at about 80,000. Yellow fever caused 27 
deaths, of which 24 occurred in natives of the country, and tuber- 
culosis 535 deaths.
